BACK TO THE MISSION FIELD 
(15:39-41) 

After the Jerusalem conference, 
Paul and Barabas returned to An- 
tioch and were busily engaged in 
teaching and preaching the Word: 
Paul's passion, however, was for the 
mission field of Asia Minor. He, there- 
fore, proposed that they visit the 
churches established on the first mis- 
sionary tour. Barnabas agreed read- 
ily but wanted to take John Mark 
again,. Sharp. contention resulted 
about this. Mark had left them at Per- 
ga on the first tour — just- why, it is 
not certain, though Paul clearly 
thought Mark had been a_ quitter. 
Barnabas was determined to give 
him another chance. The two mission- 
aries separated, Barnabas taking 
Mark and going to Cyprus and Paul 
choosing Silas and going to the chur- 
ches of Syria and Cilicia and on to 
Derbe and Lystra. The fact that 
Paul and Barnabas went separate 
ways turned out for more missionary 
work. Mark did make good, later 
winning Paul’s hearty commendation 
and becoming a valuable associate of 
Paul. 

NEW MISSIONARY- RECRUIT 
(16: 1-5) 

‘At Lystra Paul found a promising 
Tecruit for missionary service. He en- 
listed’ Timothy, whom he had pre- 


viously led to Christ, to become his 


jt 


companion. Timothy later became 
one’of Paul’s: most highly esteemed 
and responsible colleagues. He was a@ 
son of a jmixed marriage, his father~ 
being a Gentile. Almost certainly, his 
mother and grandmother became be- 
lievers in Christ at the time of Paul’s 
first visit to Lystra. The fact that 
Timothy was known as a disciple and 
was highly regarded by the other 
Christians implies that Timothy had 
become a believer at the time of 
Paul’s earlier visit. The reference to 
circumcision in connection with Tim- 
othy shows that Paul was anxious to 
insure acceptance 6f Timothy by the 
Jews. Paul’s vision ‘of the mission- 
ary task must gave gripped Timothy 
and inspired his wholehearted dedica- 
tion. This daring young man would 
prove his capacity for hardship and 
fidelity in missionary service.’ 
RESPONDING TO THE CALL 


. OF EUROPE (16:6-10) 


It seems clear that Paul’s-main ob- 
jective, after a ministry with young 
churches already established; was to 
preach in the province of Asia, the 
capital of which was the city of Ephe- 
sus.

‘the seventh commandments says 
“You shall not commit adultery.”, A 
good explanation of this is fod in 
Proverbs 6:32, ‘“‘He who commits 


adultery has no sense; Re who does ~ 


it destroys himself.”’ 

Why did God give this command- 
ment to encourage fidelity? Marriage 
is a sacred relationship. The interpre- 
tation of adultery as a violation 
_against the Lord is shown by God’s 
thoughts and actions against people 
such as David and Bathsheba (II Sam. 
11:1ff). The specific mention of adult- 
ery was intended to insure the solidar- 
ity of the family. If one violated the 
marital bonds, it was a sin against 
God. 

Adultery, according to Roy L. 
‘Honeycutt, in the Old Testament in- 
volved extramarital sexual relations. 

Fornication is defined’ by Webster 
as voluntary sexual intercourse be- 
tween an seamaersed woman and a 
man, e unmarried man. 

This in the Old Testament pre- 
marital sexual relations were pro- 
hibited. Prostitution serves the sex- 
ual relation from the intended purpose 
of God, reducing it to’no more than 
the animal level of self-gratification.

There are three reasons that: Jesus 


placed such stress upon the lustful 
thought. (1) No person can constant- 
ly give himsélf. to thoughts of 
immorality and not become emotion- 
ally warped. A tlustful—heart is self- 
destructive. (2) Purity of action de- 
pends upon purity of thought, and the 
mind filled with imagined immorali- 
ties is often the prelude to the im- 
moral life. This is why pornography
